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HAVRE DE GRACE IS SAFE 



XARTLAKD COURT OF APPEALS UPHOLDS 
HARFORD COUNTY RACIN6 COMKISSION. 



Gives Decision Overruling Attomejr-Geneml Poe’s Con- 
tention That Failnre of Commissioners to Rnalify 
Invalidated Act Creating Commission. 



Rulliuiore. M<1., Xovonilwr 15.— Governor GoMs- 
lKir<>ii;;k jiu<l .\ironiey -General l^lKar Allan Poe were 
t'wei-innjrly overmh-d today when the Court of Ap- 
|m-mIk deeide<l that nieinlM>rs of the Harford Coiiut.v 
lla<-iiii; (Vniiniisiiiou <lld not forfeit their offices h.v 
lailin;; t<> have themselves sworn in within tbiit.v 
days of tin- date of their ap|>oiutinent. The t>|jinion 
was piven in e<iuiie<-ii<»ti with the sustaining of a 
decision hy Judge Harlan in the Circuit C-ourt of 
Harford County. Tin- court also overruled the con- 
tention of the attorney -general that the Harford 
County Kaciiig Cotuiiiission act is unconstitutional. 

Today’s opinion at Aiiiiapolis. which was wrltt -n 
and read hy Judge Briscoe, temiairarily end* the 
goveriKir's fight against the Havre de Grace track. 
The de<‘ision means there will lie racing at Havre de 
tirace for thirty da.vs next year, proliahly for fifteen 
days in the spring and fifteen in the fall. 

TIm* matter reai-lnsl the Court of Ap|K‘aIs on an 
ap|M-al taken hy Attorney -tlem-ral l*oe from the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court of Harford Couut.v enjoin- 
ing the slieriff of that county from interfering with 
the racing as eondiicted at Havre de Grace. The 
attorney -general contended in tin* Harford County 
hi'aring that tlK* racing was illegal iK’cause the rac 
ing I'oininissioners for Harfonl Count.v. from whom 
the aullairity to conduct the Havre de Grace me.-t- 
ing was deriv»-d. faik-il to gnalify. It being tlie 
attoruey-genej-ars <‘onteiition that the memlH-rs of 
the racing coiuniissiou come iiuiler the general pro- 
vision of the .Maryland law re<|iiiring all apiiointivc 
.and elective officers to gualify and that failure to 
gualify vitiateil the siaadal act of the legislature 
creating a racing coiumissinn for Harford Cotintv 
.•tiid conferring u|M>n it alisolute control of racing 
within its Jurisdiction. The Harford Count.v Judge 
•lid iK»t go into the merits of this contention, but 
liaseil bis ruling u|kmi the broad ground that the acts 
of the Kai-Ing Coinniisskm «if Harford Countv w?re 
liiniling ts-eaum- it was a de facto bo«ly regardless 
of wlMdher its memlM-rs had gnalificil or not. 

Tlie shcritr of Harford County, on the advice of 
eouns«>l, bad rcfiiseil t<i take action looking to the 
suppression of the racing at the Havre de Grace 
track and the injunction was tiiitained bv the track 
iiiaiiagenieut aftt*r a large f«»rce of Baltimore city 
IHiliceineu. acting under tin* «irders of Governor 
GoldslM>r<iugh. had assunusl to interfere with betting 
at the trick and ba<l servi-d warrants unon some 



of tiM' IsMikniakers. all (if wimm w«u-e spe^ily dis- 
••harg«il witlKiut tlie formality «if a trial when the 



lu-ws of the issuance <if the injiincti«>n reached the 
track iiiinuHliately after the arrests were made. 

Attorue.v-t;eu»‘ral Poe then entered the appeal 
.iml aniiiaiiuiii that he would seek to have the high- 
est «iiurt in the state |iass Uiion all the questions 
involv«il. iiR-Inding the validity of the Harford 
CiHinty Racing Commission act. The matter was 
argued in the CtMirt of .\nneals at great length last 
ni<Hith and biday’s decision settles the matter 
••Ifii-tuall.v in favor of tJie racing interests. 

-\s th«‘ Marylanil iR-gisIature will not meet until 
IHIt, nothing «an intervene to prevent racing at the 
IIavn> lb- Grace track iH'xt .vear exci-pt the refusa' 
of the Harf<a-d County U,icing Commission to grant 
datm ami there is small likeilhotKl of any ' su<‘h 
actiini as that. lli<- «innmissioners having already 
wrv«ii official no!i<-e <mi the {ironioters of another 
track which it was pro|>os<il to buihl adjacent to 
the Ikirford .\gri«ultiire aial Br»“cders’ Asso«-iation 
«.iHirs<> that tlmy might expect no considerathm in 
tin- inattir of «lat<-s. It was this that led to the 
agitation against tlm Havre «le Grace racing this 
year. Rival iwiliticiaus are interested in the two 
racing orgnuizathius.

His majesty hml two riiiuiers •« the same d.iy — 
'I brace iu the Houghton Handicap amt IH>randi> in 
tlie Diti-h Mile. The king went to the paihkwk to 
s«i‘ Dorando saddled. It was raining heavily. Init 
his majesty ilid not put u|i bis umbrella. Dorando 
|•lok•‘d in g<SMl trim, though 140 ponnils wa.s a big 
inqxist in such ll•tl•ling ground, and Sbelswell. wlib-li 
had a light weight, sliowetl in front all the way. 
IV»rand<*. \yliich was giyiiig the winner 38 iSHinds. 
finished sixth. The winning ptast was nearl.v half a 
mile away from tln» stands, but the king, scorning a 
carriage. wa:k<>d down to see the end of the ra<v. 
rml also n-tiirmil on foot. Dorandii is a gtaxl horse, 
hilt the weight was proliililtive.

Some Mine 
ago she met witli an accident, hot. provided with a 
lamy and trap out of the fund being raised for Ipt. 
slie is able to get alsHit again. “Old Kate.” it was 
stut<ij. ikies not kimw her age. The fuad from race- 
goers amuuuts to over $1,099. 



THE EVERGREEN CAFER SAUCE. 



Racing seasons come and racing seasons go, bill 
t^rsT Kaiui- is still with ns ami winning ra»-es. too. 
This sturdy Canadian-bred and Canadian-owned 
campaigner, now t<-n years okl, gave substantial evt- 
•leuc<- during the season recently brought to a ckise 
on the t^inadian circuit that he is still far from h*-- 
iiig a has-lxH'n. in fact, from the standpoint of 
money wiui. Catmr Sauce enjoyixl the tbinl liest year 
of his remarkable career, and he went into retirc- 
in«‘ut for the winter with the promise of coming back 
nest s<'ason. Just as he has year after year slniM he 
first raeeil In 1904. 

Caiier Sauce was breil at Waterloo, Ont.. by J. E. 
l^agrani. who raced him for a couple of seasiHis sn,l 
then sold him to C. J. Kean of Toronto. For Mr. 
Kean the son of Morpheus earned his cost mauy 
times m-er. ami when he was ptsseil on to C. A. 
Crew in 1908 it was thought his racing eart*or was at 
an end. The okl horse, though, has won more money 
then than h(> diil in all his previous racing. 
This season he passeil into the possession of Sol 
Mintz, Ills present owner. 

As a young horse he was possi-ssiil of high spewl. 
•lilt that was aciiiinpnnied hy inability to carry it 
far. He ciHikl run fast, ami always went to the 
front, only to faile away when the instance went 
ovi-r five and a half furlongs. With increasing age, 
ami 111 less ambitious eoraimuy. Caper Sauce became 
abh‘ to run waiting ra«*s. and to win at a mile and 
an eighth. *rhe oid fellow will do with little train 
ing <>ther than he gets by running ont in the field, 
and is an extremely easy horse to get readv. The 
following table, covering his career to date, is a fin!* 
exemplification of the earning (xiwer of an Mdiuarv 
hut useful horse:
